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A “GENUINE DIE ESSAY” 
[The following article, by a new SCCS member, orig- 
inally appeared in the June 2004 issue of The United 
States Specialist, the monthly Journal of the United 
States Stamp Society (formerly the Bureau Issues 
Association), under the title “Philatelic Foundation 
Certifies Souvenir Card Cut-Out as ‘Genuine Die 
Essay’.” It presents an interesting aspect of “experti- 
zation.” The author is the Chairman of that Society’s 
Essay-Proof Committee. Ed.] 


When souvenir cards first began to incorporate 
images of postage stamps, the designs were deliber- 
ately altered — generally removing the denomination 
and the legend, “United States.” The reasons for the 
alterations were variously given as making the 
stamps invalid for postage, or changing them so that 
they would not be confused with proofs of the 
stamps if they were cut from the cards. 


The era of such philatelic souvenir cards ran from 
1969, with the card prepared by the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing for the 1969 ASDA National 
Postage Stamp Show [B4] featuring a block of a mod- 
ified Scott no. E4, through 1992 [B71]. With the 
decreasing use of the Bureau in postage stamp pro- 
duction, the Bureau’s most recent souvenir cards 
have shown either currency or non-specific vignettes 
(although the recently-issued 2004 Commemorative 
Intaglio Print Card [B270] for the Lewis and Clark 
Bicentennial reproduces Scott no. 1063). And while 
souvenir card collecting among philatelists was once 
rather strong, interest seems to have waned and 
many of the cards are worth far less than their origi- 
nal cost. 


Pastiches 


The passage of three decades has caused awareness 
of the cards’ earliest subjects to fade, and the cheap- 
ness and availability of many of these cards has 
made them fodder for the unscrupulous and traps 
for the unwary — particularly in such unchaperoned 
venues as eBay, where souvenir card cut-outs show 
up regularly, labeled incorrectly as essays or proofs, 
or more creatively (and probably correctly) as prints 
or “intaglios.” Although a souvenir card cut-out 
does not have any formal name that I have been able 
to find, I nickname them pastiches, following my dic- 
tionary’s definition, as “work[s] of art imitating 
directly, or copied with modification from, the work 
of another artist or other artists, or work in another 
branch of art.”

Finding pastiches for sale on eBay is one thing; seeing 
them offered by esteemed professional philatelists is 
another. It was unsettling, then, to see an auction 
hosted by a well-known east coast firm, offering for 
sale the souvenir card cut-out shown in Figure 1. The 
card from which it was removed is Scott no. SC 25, 
prepared for the ASDA National Postage Stamp 
Show held in New York City in November, 1972. The 
card contained prints of four ten-cent values of the 
Famous Americans Series of 1940, all modified to 
remove denomination and country of origin: No. 
833, the 10¢ Ethelbert Nevin; no. 863, the 10¢ Samuel 
Clemens; no. 868, the 10¢ James Whitcomb Riley; and 
no. 888, the 10¢ Frederick Remington. Figure 2.

The description of the lot read as follows: 


“1940, 10¢ Nevin brown die essay (883E), on thin 
white card, 30 x 36.5 mm, without “United States 
Postage” and denomination, fresh and Very Fine

No essay has been reported to exist for Scott no. 883, 
so the catalogue number was a proposed listing, 
assuming that the item was legitimate, which it was 
not. But what was even more surprising than the 
appearance of this item in a major auction, was the 
concluding phrase in the auctioneer’s description: 


“Expertization: 2003 P.F. Certificate.” 
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Figure 3. The Philatelic Foundation’s certificate no. 039395 


A copy of the certificate issued by The Philatelic 
Foundation for this item — certificate no. 0393953, 
dated January 15, 2003, clearly describing it as an 
“Essay in issued color without ‘United States 
Postage’ and denomination,” and concluding that it 
is “a genuine Scott 883E, die essay on thin white 
card, 30 x 36.5 mm, in brown” — is reproduced as 
Figure 3. 


There is no legitimate reason that would justify the 
removal of these altered prints, or images, from the 
cards upon which they were printed; and this cut-out 
was hardly made innocently. Instead of having a 
right-hand border that was equidistant from the next 
stamp, and uniform borders on the other three sides, 
it was prepared with a much larger bor- 
der on the right side, just short of cut- 
ting into the Clemens print next to it, 
and a larger border on the bottom, just 
missing the text.

After I sent an e-mail to the auction 
house with a description of what the 
item actually was, and a demand that it 
be withdrawn, the auctioneer quickly 
replied and removed the lot from the 
sale. Rather contritely, the auctioneer 
said, “I am withdrawing the lot and will 
remind my describers to be more care- 
ful, as even lots with certificates must be 
examined.”

“When this ‘essay’ was submitted, our in-house staff 
drew a complete blank and never considered check- 
ing the Bureau produced souvenir cards. All of our 
staff are very experienced in spotting challenging 
fakes, forgeries, skillful repairs, regumming and 
reperfing, but they have less experience with the 
more modern philatelic souvenirs, such as the 
Bureau Cards. The Philatelic Foundation does not 
have a collection of these souvenir cards, so our staff 
did not consider that possibility.... An error of this 
nature will not be repeated in the future.” 


Souvenir Card Production 


A pastiche is neither “die” nor “essay,” and a brief 
review of souvenir card production may be benefi- 
cial in order to explain what the piece is. For this seg- 
ment, I have relied on the Bureau’s production 
records for this 1972 card. 


The production followed this sequence: 


1. Actual examples of the four stamps being used on 
the card were made into models by the denomina- 
tions and “United States Postage” being obscured 
with a white wash or paint. 


2. The original dies prepared in 1940 for the four 
stamps were taken from the vault. These were dies 
no. 1052 (Nevin), 1026 (Clemens), 1031 (Riley) and 
1046 (Remington). 


3. A new two-subject transfer roll no. 29461 was 
taken up from die nos.1026 and 1031. According to 
the Bureau’s roll description card, the transferring 
required 4-1/4 hours on Sept. 14, 1972. 


4. A new two-subject transfer roll no. 29462 was 
taken up from die nos.1046 and 1052. According to 
the Bureau’s roll description card, the transferring 
required 7-1/4 hours on Sept. 15, 1972. 


5. Roll no. 29461 was used to make Miscellaneous 
Die 17986, which was the Clemens stamp. This die 
required two hours for transferring (Ryan) on Sept 
16; 4-1/4 hours for cleaning (Washington) on Sept. 
18; and 5-1/2 hours for engraving (Hipschen) over 
Sept. 20-21. The die was machined, hardened and 
tempered on Sept. 22. 


6. Roll no. 29461 was also used to make 
Miscellaneous Die 17987, which was the Riley stamp. 


This die required two hours for transferring (Ryan) 
on Sept 16; two hours for cleaning (Vines) on Sept. 
20; and 5-1/4 hours for engraving (Hipschen) on 
Sept. 21. The die was machined on Sept. 22 and hard- 
ened and tempered on Sept. 29. 


7. Roll no. 29462 was used to make Miscellaneous 
Die 17988, which was the Remington stamp. This die 
required 2-1/4 hours for transferring (Ryan) on Sept 
18; 9-3/4 hours for cleaning (Vines) over Sept. 20-22; 
and 15-1/4 hours for engraving (Hipschen) over 
Sept. 25-29. The die was machined on Sept. 29 and 
hardened and tempered on Oct. 4. 


8. Roll no. 29462 also was used to make 
Miscellaneous Die 17989, which was the Nevins 
stamp. This die required 2-1/4 hours for transferring 
(Ryan) on Sept 18; 10-1/4 hours for cleaning 
(Washington) over Sept. 19-22; and 12 hours for 
engraving (Hipschen) over Sept. 25-29. The die was 
machined on Sept. 29 and hardened and tempered 
on Oct. 5. 


9. Miscellaneous Die no. 17986 was used to make 
new transfer roll no. 29463 (Clemens). No time, date 
or transferor is listed on the Bureau’s roll description 
card. This roll was hardened and tempered on Oct. 3. 


10. Miscellaneous Die no. 17987 was used to make 
new transfer roll no. 29464 (Riley). Transferring 
(Ryan) took four hours on Oct. 16; and the roll was 
hardened and tempered on Oct. 17. 


11. Miscellaneous Die no. 17988 was used to make 
new transfer roll no. 29465 (Remington). 
Transferring (Ryan) took 3-3/4 hours on Oct. 16; and 
the roll was hardened and tempered on Oct. 17. 


12. Miscellaneous Die no. 17989 was used to make 
new transfer roll no. 29466 (Nevins). Transferring 
(Ryan) took 3-1/4 hours on Oct. 16; and the roll was 
hardened and tempered on Oct. 17. 


13. Transfer rolls 29463, 29464, 29465 and 29466 were 
used to make miscellaneous plate no. 171938. The 
plate card was not found in the other production 
records for this souvenir card, but the general sou- 
venir card plate summary indicates that the plate 
was started Oct. 17 and was certified Oct. 25. The 
dimensions were 3 x 6-1/2 x 1/4. 


14. Proof no. 145690C was pulled from the plate on 
October 25, 1975. It was initialed as approved by E. 
R. Helver, the Chief of the Office of Engraving. 
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15. Plate no. 171938 was fitted into a die-stamping 
machine that was used to die-stamp the designs onto 
the souvenir cards. The text was offset surface print- 
ed onto each card in a subsequent process. The 
brown ink was Bn-9007-DS. The paper was 220- 
pound Chemical Wood, cut from 34” by 44” sheets, 
to a printing size of 26” by 22”, and ultimately 
trimmed to the size as distributed, 10-5/8” by 8- 
1/2”. The Bureau printed 77, 153 of these cards, of 
which 18,874 were sold at the event. 


16. Plate no. 171938 was cancelled Oct. 12, 1976. 


George Brett reported on the production of the sou- 
venir card prepared for the 1969 ASDA show in his 
article, “The Bureau’s 1969 Souvenir Sheets,” in the 
February, 1970, issue of The Bureau Specialist. That 
card, as noted earlier, featured the 1894 special deliv- 
ery stamp (Scott no. E4) with a modified design. The 
main difference between the 1969 production 
described by Brett, and the 1972 production as 
revealed by the Bureau’s record cards for this sou- 
venir, is that the plate used to print the 1969 card was 
produced from “a new transfer roll relief [that] was 
taken up from the old die and the unwanted parts 
removed in the soft state.” The intense amount of 
work required to modify the dies used to produce 
the 1972 card suggests that this method was not 
used, and that the removal work was done on the die 
after transferring, rather than on the transfer roll 
itself. 


Whatever method may have been used to alter the 
designs to produce the souvenir cards, it is clear that 
these cards required a great deal of time and atten- 
tion to prepare and produce. By 1987, the Bureau 
was ready to follow a simpler procedure. 


It was reported contemporaneously that the sou- 
venir card issued for SESCAL ’87, and reproducing 
the 1937 Constitution Sesquicentennial commemora- 
tive stamp, Scott no. 798, was printed directly from 
the original die, and thus the print on the card was 
an actual “die proof.” A similar report was made for 
the card prepared for Honolulu’s HSNA ’87 show, 
reproducing the 1937 vertical commemorative hon- 
oring the territory of Hawaii, Scott no. 799. This 
information, originally appearing in the weekly phi- 
latelic press, was subsequently memorialized in 
Linn’s U.S. Stamp Yearbook 1987. 


The next year’s Linn’s Yearbook, in describing the sou- 
venir cards issued in 1988, described that year’s 
images as “die prints” that were “printed from a 
plate made froma print [sic] of the original die,” but 


continued to state that the prints on the two cards 
from the previous year were proofs. 


The 1987 reports are probably not correct. Although 
the production files for these two 1987 cards could 
not be located while | was working on this article, no 
one at the Bureau was aware of the 1987 reports, and 
all suggested that actual dies are much too valuable 
and would never have been used for mass produc- 
tion of this nature. I believe that some type of mis- 
communication or misunderstanding must have 
occurred, and that the fact that the souvenir cards 
were printed from plates made from unaltered dies 
(that is, without the removal of lettering and value 
indicia as had been the practice until then) caused 
either an erroneous report, or an erroneous infer- 
ence, that these cards were printed from the original 
dies themselves rather than from plates produced 
from original — unaltered — dies. 


Beginning with these 1987 cards bearing unaltered 
designs, the stamp prints were “canceled” with a 
black bar through the print, which may eliminate 
efforts to offer cut-outs from these cards as essay or 
proof items. 


Conclusion 


A “die essay” is defined as a proof, or print, made 
directly from a die with either an incomplete design 
(such as a “stage proof” or “progressive proof”) of an 
issued stamp, or an unadopted design. The Bureau’s 
production records show clearly that these souvenir 
card cut-outs are not die essays since (a) no images 
on any souvenir cards printed by the Bureau are 
directly printed from a die, and (b) the stamp image 
was modified from an existing stamp — rather than 
being a model for a proposed stamp — thus not qual- 
ifying as an “essay,” a term which presupposes exis- 
tence at the beginning of the design process, and not 
subsequent alteration long after the stamp has been 
out of production. I can see no legitimate reason for 
the existence of any of these pastiches apart from the 
full card upon which they were printed, and these 
pesky cut-outs will probably continue to torment not 
only the casual collector, but the advanced student 
and professional who previously has paid little 
attention to these souvenirs. 
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A VISUAL REFERENCE-—2 
| increased the size of the “box” slightly to acommo- 
date the wall-to-wall printing on some of the cards. 


I did not include the “versions” of B101 (sounds like 
a radio station!) as I did not think they would repro- 
duce, especially B101A. It is “blind” embossed in the 
lower right hand corner with a circular design read- 
ing “Florida United Numismatists JAN 7-10 1987.” 
The other cards followed with two “gold” embossed 
“seals”, again lower right—one the symbol of the 
BEP and the other with the show and date: B101B, 
ANA FEB 27-MARI1; B101C, WPMG APR 9-12; 
B101D, IPMS JUN 19-21; B101E, ANA AUG 26-30; 
and B101F, GENA SEP 18-20. The BEP “gold” seals 
are three styles: B and F are white on gold (almost 
impossible to read); C and E, gold on a white back- 
ground, and D, white on a gold background. I have 
no idea why the differences. 


As I got into this project, I realized that 1 DO NOT 
have all the BEP cards! When the Bureau first started 
taking a “spider press” to shows and offered hand- 
pulled prints, the SCCS “numbering system” listed 
them with an “A” designation. The first being the 
“State Shields” series: B109A, B113A, and B117A. 


Then, for some reason I can’t explain, the listing was 
changed to normal consecutive order: B123, B128, 
and B131. (I think this was a mistake as these prints 
were sold by lottery ONLY at the show, and ONLY 
in limited numbers (usually around 50 pieces). 


Since I haven’t made it to many of these shows, the 
original $50.00 prints got beyond my financial reach 
when they immediately became three-figure items 
on the “secondary” market. So these Bureau cards 
are NOT illustrated. | do not know how close they 
resemble the regular issued intaglio cards, but they

are usually numbered and signed by the plate print- 
er who “pulled” them at the show. 


In 1990 the “hand prints” were again designated 
with a suffix, usually “A”, added to the basic num- 
ber, with the exception of B218 printed at PACIFIC in 
1997. This is an unusual card in that it was not a 
“hand print” of the show card, but an entirely differ- 
ent intaglio design, i.e., the handkerchief also fea- 
tured at the show. Although I was at this show for its 
duration, I was unsuccessful in obtaining one of 
these cards by lottery. The illustration for this card 
will be that taken from the handkerchief. 


It is interesting to note that according to Art 
Benjamin (see “President's Message” last issue) 
“hand prints” were offered at the recent ANA show 
in Portland, OR, even though the “spider press” was 
not in attendance! 
> 

I will follow the “B” cards with those issued by/for 
the Postal Department/Postal Service, i.e., 71 cards 
from 1960 to 1992. Interestingly, I have all these cards 
including the “Postal People” card (B9) which wasn’t 
publicly offered (and, I my opinion, should not have 
been listed), but not the “Honey-Bee” which is not 
listed in the SCCS System as it also was not made 
available to the general public. 


As I mentioned in the opening of this series in the 
last issue of this Journal, | do NOT have all the other 
cards, but I will illustrate the “SO” cards that I do 
have. I missed some, including a few of those from 
Canada and the last issues from the American Bank 
Note Company. (I have always wondered why the 
Canadian products were included, but many of them 
have been given “SO” numbers.)

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WATERLOW ADVERTISING CARDS 


[As described in the last issue of this Journal, the 
author was the long-time Editor of The Essay Proof 
Journal from which this article, originally titled 
“Waterlow & Sons Limited Advertising Cards,” has 
been taken (No. 174, Second Quarter, 1987, Vol. 44, 
No. 2). It is with much regret that I witnessed the 
demise of the Journal and its parent, The Essay Proof 
Society, in 1993 after a fruitful 50 years. Ms. Mueller 
has kindly given me permission to reproduce articles 
from those volumes, including the following one by 
our founder, Dr. Curtis Radford, and | will continue 
to do so as long as space permits. Ed.] 


The now-defunct British security printing firm of 
Waterlow & Sons at various times during its history 
as an independent business from 1810 to 1961 pro- 
duced attractive intaglio engraved sample sheets or 
cards to advertise their capabilities. In 1986, Herman 
Herst, Jr., acquired a group of them in London and 
made them available to the author. They [two] are 
illustrated here nearly full size, front and back. 


Card A is the older; there is a pencil notation at the 
top, “C. 1900.” All vehicles shown on it are horse- 
drawn. Card B shows motorized vehicles that appear 
to be of the early 1930s era. The advertising text on 
the front of A is not as extensive as on B. It reads: 


W &S Ld. submit herewith an example of the High- 
class Engraving used by them in the manufacture of 
Bank Notes, Bonds, Share Warrants, Postage Stamps, 
etc. 


The artistic character of this engraving and the use of 
special geometric designs in white line has, com- 
bined with anti-photographic colours in the printing, 
successfully resisted all attempts at fraudulent imita- 
tion. 


Waterlow & Sons Limited have manufactured Bank 
Notes for English, Scotch and Canadian Banks, also 
for Central and South American Governments to 
their satisfaction, and will be prepared to shew (sic) 
specimens of same if favoured with a visit.

use of special geometric designs in white line has, 
combined with anti-photographic colours in the 
printing, has been devised to give the greatest pro- 
tection against all attempts at fraudulent imitation. 


Waterlow & Sons Limited have manufactured Bank 
Notes for English, Scotch and Canadian Banks, also 
for Central and South American Governments, 
Continental Banks, and the Far East to their satisfac- 
tion, and will be prepared to shew (sic) specimens of 
same if favoured with a visit.

Card B on its front has a typical stock certificate type 
vignette of “Commerce”—ship being loaded by a 
crane from a freight train, with men unloading 
trucks also. On the earlier Card A, the front features 
a panoramic view of the firm;s Houghton Works. 
This same works at Dunstable is the centerpiece of 
the vignettes on the back of Card B in a more mod- 
ern version. Fine engravings of the company’s other 
plants and offices are shown on the backs on both 
cards. On Card B only are they identified. An inter- 
esting exercise would be to match up the vignettes 
on both. 


Card A is printed on a rather stiff white stock All 
printing on the front is bank note green except for the 
black vignette. The back is entirely black and white. 
Overall dimensions are 5 3/8 x 8 1/4 inches. 


Card B, 5 1/4 x 8 1/4 inches, is printed on a thinner 
white, parchment-like stock. All text on the front is 
black and white as is the vignette. Everything else is 
bank note green except for an underprinting (litho- 
graphed?) of a stylized floral design in shades of 
green and yellow. All printing on the back is in 
brown. 
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WHO WAS FANNY DAVENPORT?

In June of 1983, I attended the NAPEX stamp exhibi- 
tion in Arlington, Va. This particular philatelic show 
is a good one for finding back-of-the-book, off-the- 
wall collectables. Since I am a collector of souvenir 
engravings, such a show naturally appeals to me. 
During the show, I attended the table of a Wesley 
Crozier, who is a postal history dealer. As I went 
from table to table, I gave the various dealers my 
usual “spiel”, asking whether they had any steel 
engraved tickets, cards, programs, menus, and the 
like. Instead of giving the usual negative response 
and look indicating that I must be crazy, Mr. Crozier 
instructed me to sit down and began to show me var- 
ious albums of postal history. Interspersed in his 
stock of postal history were several steel engravings. 
One was an invitation printed by the American Bank 
Note Company; another was a similar invitation 
printed by the Western Bank Note Company. The 
third item was a large vignette of a woman wearing 
very fancy turn-of-the-century dress. She was identi- 
fied as Fanny Davenport on the engraving. I quickly 
purchased the three items. for $5 to $7.50 each and 
left the table quite satisfied that I had procured some 
interesting items at a very reasonable price. 


The American Bank Note Company vignette of 
Fanny Davenport proved to be particularly haunting. 
The vignette is quite large and shows a young 
woman looking off towards her right, she is not only 
well groomed but full bosomed and quite beautiful. 
She is clad in a fancy, revealing dress with much lace, 
and her head is adorned with a feather plumed hat. 
For the subsequent two years I have looked at this 
engraving and have been pursued by the question, 
“Who was Fanny Davenport?”. For that reason I 
thought a quick trip to the local library might pro- 
duce some information. 


Research at the Oshkosh Public Library revealed that 
Fanny Davenport was christened Lily Gypsy 
Davenport. She was born in London in a house oppo- 
site the British Museum on April 10, 1850, the daugh- 
ter of E.L. Davenport, who was one of America’s 
leading actors during the 19th century, and of Fanny 
“Vining” Davenport, who herself was the daughter 
of an English actor and an actress in her own right 
during her entire life. Fanny was the eldest of seven 
offspring, all of whom went into the theater as a pro- 
fession. Hence she was a real child of the theater.

Fanny was brought to America in 1854 and then 
lived and attended school in Boston. According to an 
article in Lippincott’s Magazine from October 1888, 
Fanny Davenport made the statement, “I cannot 
remember when I did not love the theater...and a 
passion for acting seemed born in me.” Her first pub- 
lic appearance was as a child in a play called 
Metamora in which she starred with her father. 
Thereafter, she began to tour with her parents and 
play the parts of children whenever this was 
required in the various plays in which they partici- 
pated. Her first lines were spoken on the stage of 
Burton’s Theater in New York City on February 23, 
1857. It was in these early appearances that she was 
billed as “Miss Fanny” and this ended up being her 
nickname. 


She was always quite robust and had a rather boyish 
appearance. For this reason, she was often cast in 
boy’s parts. Indeed, in her adult debut, her role was 
that of King Charles of Spain in a play entitled Faint 
Neart Never Won Fair Lady. This play opened at 
Nibb’s Garden in New York City on February 14, 
1862. She starred with her parents in it. Shortly there- 
after she left the touring group which included her 
parents and began her own career. Initially, she acted 
independently in the Louisville Theater Company as 
Carline in The Black Cook and later in Mrs. Crew’s 
Company at the Arch Street Theater in Pennsylvania. 
It was in Pennsylvania that she attracted the atten- 
tion of Augustin Daly, who engaged her for his own 
Old Fifth Avenue Theater on West 24th Street in New 
York City. It was here that she made her first appear- 
ance as Lady Gay Spanker in a play called London 
Assurance and she met with immediate success. So 
began the second portion of Fanny Davenport's 
career. 


She continued to work at the Fifth Avenue Theater 
and also at Daly’s Globe Theater actlIng In a wide 
variety of leading roles and_ revivals of 
Shakespearean and other English comedies as well as 
in various new comedies. As time went on, her acting 
became much more mature and she developed the 
ability to participate in more emotional and dramat- 
ic roles. Her success in a play entitled Charity 
induced Mr. Daly to write Pique in which Fanny 
played the part of Mabel Renfrew on December 14, 
1876. This play proved to be immensely successful 
and ran for 238 consecutive performances. 


Then began the third phase of Fanny Davenpori’s 
career. She went on and purchased the rights to the 
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play Pique and thereafter she began her own touring 
company and traveled around the United States per- 
forming in this play. Gradually she accumulated a 
repertoire of Shakespearean and modern French 
works covering a wide spectrum. However, she did 
eventually develop the ability to forsake comedy 
roles and began to perform more dramatic and emo- 
tional ones. In 1882, Fanny attempted to continue her 
great success with Pique in England but met with lit- 
tle success on the English stage in her London debut. 
It was during this time that Sarah Bernhardt was get- 
ting rave reviews in Sardou’s Fedora. Fanny saw 
opportunity with this play and therefore bought the 
American rights to it. She thereupon returned to 
New York where she successfully acted in it prof- 
itably for five consecutive seasons. 


With the exception of one brief, ill-fated effort in a 
play entitled Joan of Arc, Fanny subsequently acted in 
only three plays—Sardou’s La Tosca, Cleopatra, and 
Gismonda. Fanny married Edwin H. Price on July 30, 
1879; he was an actor in her company. They were 
divorced in 1888. Fanny was remarried on May 19, 
1889 to Melbourne MacDowell, he also was an actor 
in her company who became a leading man with her. 
He survived her upon her passing nine years later. 


Biographical reports indicate thau Fanny Davenport 
was a full-blown type who was strikingly hand- 
some. She apparently had immense popularity 
throughout American society at the end of the 1800s. 


FMA SOUVENIR CARD AVAILABLE 


As part of the annual series of intaglio-printed 
Souvenir Cards issued by the Federal Managers 
Association, this year’s (FM-12) features “Panama 
Girl”, a robed woman holding a scepter of two 
entwined snakes and opposing wings, leaning 
against a stone pedestal draped with a star-spangled 
flag (see the next page). 


Miscellaneous Die #5809 was engraved by Marcus 
W. Baldwin in 1902 and was used on the face of the 
Panama Canal Loan Bond, Series 1916-1936 and 
Series 1918-1938, as well as the back of the $50 
Federal Reserve Note, Series 1914, and Federal 
Reserve Bank Note, Series 1918.. Miscellaneous Die 
#6816, the leaf border was engraved in 1907 by 
Robert Ponickau for unknown use. 


This card incorporates four distinct passes through 
an intaglio die stamping press. The first two passes 
printed the top and bottom leaf border. The third 
pass printed the vignette figure, and the fourth pass 


She was of unsurpassed eminence as an actress and 
maintained this eminence throughout her career. It 
was widely believed that her best works included 
her roles in Oliver Twist, Fedora and La Tosca. She 
died at the age of.48 on September 26, 1898 at her 
summer home at South Dusbury, Mass. 


The engraving [on the cover] of Fanny is printed on 
glossy, yellowish paper which measures 21 1/2 by 
14 cm. The vignette measures 14 x 9 1/2 cm. and is 
printed in intaglio. Again, it shows Fanny 
Davenport peering off to her right in a turn-o f-the- 
century, low-cut, laced dress and a feather plumed 
hat. She’s wearing a considerable amount of jewelry 
as well. Below the vignette is the name FANNY 
DAVENPORT, below which, in small print, is the 
name of the printer, The American Bank Note 
Company of New York. The overall size of the 
engraving is somewhat irregular, suggesting it was 
cut from a larger piece of paper. On the back are 
remnants of glue, most likely from a scrapbook. I 
suspect that the vignette of Fanny Davenport was 
part of a souvenir theater program or was froma tes- 
timonial tribute to this then famous actress. | do not 
know who the engraver was. Perhaps some of our 
readers have this same engraving and more infor- 
mation as to the reasons it was printed. Readers can 
contact the author [editor].

printed the lettering. A platen letterpress was used to 
number each card distinctly and complete the 
process. The leaf border was printed using a warm 
burgundy ink and the vignette was printed using a 
dark “steel” blue ink.
